This  was  built  by  Col,  Ivers  Phillips  (1805-1900),  a woolen  manufacttirer.  One  of 
his  mills  and  his  home  went  down  the  river  in  the  flood  of  I85O.  In  defiance  of  the 
Nashua  he  then  built  the  imposing  Greek  Revival,  brick  house.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  important  buildings  on  this  inventory  for  its  architecture  and  history,  Ke 
was  also  a teacher  in  Fitchburg  schools;  contractor  and  builder;  enthusiastic  and 
prominent  in  military  affairs;  member  of  the  Mass.  Senate;  prcmiinent  railroad 
manager;  president  of  the  Fitchburg  & Worcester  Railroad.  Late  in  his  life  he 
moved  to  Boulder,  Colorado  and  was  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Boulder.

This  is  a very  attractive  church  designed  by  Henry  M,  Francis.  It  sits  on  a small 
hill  overlooking  Westminster  St.  The  architectural  quality  of  this  Church  is  excellent. 
The  ground  was  broken  in  late  summer  1882  and  the  earlier  (c.  1880)  chapel  was  moved 
back  and  placed  at  right  angles  to  i^s  previous  location. 

The  modified  gothic  style  has  external  features  which  suggest  the  architecture  of 
Queen  Anne's  time.  The  cost  was  $11,000.  $3,500  was  contributed  by  manufacturers 
of  West  Fitchburg.  Land  was  given  by  Crocker/Burbank  Go.  Carpenter  work  was  by 
Francis  F.  Farrar.
